Brownlee Prepares Bright Future 


Hv S«r*h Achrrihttt h 


ind 5) 


cluster!

The tasks 
of the KSP ('ommittee were to 
cloaely examine and analyze 
the present Hollins cur 
riculum, its strengths and 
weaknesses, study the 
archetypal Hollins student 
and alumnae, and thirdly, 
examine the external environ¬ 
ment surrounding the College 
both locally and nationally. 
From the Committee's 
research, short term and long 
term KSP goals, were applied 
to Hollins. 

In explaining the ESP goals 
President Brownlee uses the 
phrase “an intentional 
community .” In her report, the 
President states, “Effective 
planning will develop existing 
strength, not in a scattered 
way, but in a coherent... 
fashion, ...(resulting in)...a 
distinctive College where 
resources and programming 
are intentional AND can be 
seen to be so.” 

The ESP decisions and its 
vision of “an intentional 
community" focus on inte¬ 
grated student development, 
increased student enrollment, 


The first area, cummumca 
tions, involves the implemen 
La lion of a communications 
major. Although the details of 
the proposed curriculum are in 
the planning stages, the major 
will address the need for 
effective communications. 
Dean Puzon and Jong Ra 
jointly chair the Sub- 
Committee of Communica¬ 
tion, committee comprised of 
administration, faculty, and 
students. As well as devising a 
coherent communication 
curriculum, the Sub-Commit¬ 
tee is also concerned with the 
other, equally important 
communication goals: an oral 
proficiency requirement, 
effective communication and 
speech across the curriculum, 
and co-curricular performance 
opportunities. 

The co-curricular student 
development area focuses on 
student involvement. Dean of 
Students, Julie Kheener is 
currently in the process of 
organizing committees to 
address the following: develop 
a co-curricular portfolio for all 
students which will document 
a student's Hollins involve¬ 
ment; strengthen the volun 
teer program; evaluate the 
existing student organiza¬ 
tions, their strengths and 
weaknesses, and expand 


The third goal of the KSP u 
consolidating major* offered 
at Hollins Presently, Hollins 
supports 41 majors with a 
faculty of approximately MU 
members The proponed goal is 
to consolidate to 18-2.*) majors 
with each major “broad 
enough to remain intellect 
u a 11 y stimulating." as 
President Brownlee explains 
in her report. “Exceptions,” 
she goes on to state, “may 
occur for a limited number of 
years.” Also, the smaller 
majors may become concent¬ 
rations “But,” the President 
stated at an open forum to 
discuss the ESP, “no current 
student will lose a major. The 
purpose of consolidating 
majors is to streamline our 
curriculum to provide an 
intellectual community with a 
more concentrated major.” 

The fourth ESP area, 
independent studies, involves 
analyzing the various 
categories and types of 
independent studies. If, for 
example, a class exists which 
parallels a student’s chosen 
independent study, the 
student will be encouraged to 
enroll in the class, thus 
entering into a greater, more 
stimulating intellectual 
community. 

Lastly, the ESP has focused 
on the clustering of academic

Mandela 

Foward

On February 25, Maki 
Mandela, the eldest daughter 
of South African anti¬ 
apartheid leader, Nelson 
Mandela, spoke to a respon¬ 
sive crowd of students, faculty, 
administration, and Roanoke 
residents concerning apart¬ 
heid and the oppression of 
South African blacks. 

Ms. Mandela opened her 
speech by emphasizing that 
apartheid is not something 
that has happened in the past 
two or three years, but rather 
something that has been 
going on for a very long time. 
She described her first 
experience with apartheid; as 
a child, she was standing with 
her mother in line at a shop 
(whites get priority) She 
turned to play with a white

child. The child's mother 
pushed her down. "What had I 
done?" asked Mandela. She 
continued that this was the 
experience that instilled in her 
an instinct not to trust whites 
and not to be comfortable with 
them. 

"Apartheid is an evil 
system," stated Mandela. She 
revealed some statistics: 4.5 
million whites control 27 
million blacks in South Africa; 
whites own 87% of the land, 
while blacks own 13% of the 
land, most of which is barren 
and infertile. She also 
explained the range of 
segregation in South Africa, 
extending into housing, 
employment, hospitals, 
education, and even segre¬ 
gated cemeteries. White 
Africans carry (their hate

llollms College 

Definition: 

Behavior that constitutfM 
sexual harassment includes 
unwelcome Hexual advances, 
requests for sexual favors and 
other verbal or physical 
conduct of sexual nature 
including when: 

submission to such conduct 
is made either explicitly or 
implicitly a term or condition 
of an individual's employment 
or education; 

submission to or rejection of 
such conduct by an individual 
is used as the basis for 
academic or employment 
decisions affecting that 
individual; 

such conduct has the 
purpose or effect of unreas¬ 
onably interfering with a.i 
individual’s academic 01 
professional performance or 
creating and intimating, 
hostile or offensive employ 
ment, educational, or living 
environment. 

Sexual harassment may be 
inferred from: 

any offensive touching 
where sexual behavior is 
expressed or implied, or 

any offensive oral or written 
communicationls) where 
sexual behavior is expresseu 
or implied, or 

the making of any offensive 
gestures where sexual 
behavior can be reasonably 
inferred, or 

any action which conditions 
academic advancement 
continued employment 
promotion, pay raises, 
increased responsibility or a i 
other benefit on sexual 
behavior. 

Implementation: 

1. Disciplinary Action For 

Non-Compliance 

Any person who engages in 
any of the behavior described 
under the Definition section of

immediate investigation will 
he conducted 
M. Duty to Report 

Any member of the Hollins 
College community who feels 
he or she has been the subject 
of sexual harassment has the 
obligation to report such 
incident promptly to his or her 
Supervisor, the Dean of the 
College or Department Head, 
the Dean of Students, or the 
I hrector of Personnel Services. 

4. Nature and Scope of 
Investigation/ Confi¬ 
dentiality 

All complaints of sexual 
harassment shall be promptly, 
thoroughly, and fairly 
investigated. 

Due care shall be taken to 
protect the confidentiality of 
innocent parties. 

In the case of a complaint 
against a faculty member, the 
faculty member may request 
consideration of the matter by 
the Faculty Review Board. 

5 . Frivolous and Ground¬ 
less Complaints: Sanctions 

Where the results of an 
investigation reveal that a 
complaint of sexual harass¬ 
ment is wholly frivolous or 
groundless, the individual 
having made such complaint 
may be subject to disciplinary 
action, including dismissal. 

6 . Policy Against Retal¬ 
iation 

Where there is a good faith 
belief that sexual harassment 
may have occured, no member 
of the Hollins College 
community having brought 
such complaint shall be 
subject to retaliation in any 
form by administrators, co¬ 
workers, or any other persons. 

Persons who engage in 
actions of retaliation shall be 
subject to disciplinary action, 
which may include dismissal.

Kdueation for blacks, she 
revealed, is poor with about 6<V 
HO students per class, severe 
teacher shortages, and 
extremely underequipped 
schools. Black education in 
South Africa is designed, she 
explained, to educate blacks 
enough, but not enough to he 
able to compete with white 
South Africans and the world 
at large. "This system," 
Mandela stated, "does not 
intend to create thinking, 
respectable people. Kdueation 
for whites is compulsory and 
free; education for blacks is 
also compulsory, but not free. 
If a black parent cannot afford 
books, fees, or uniforms for his 
child, education will be denied 
for that child." She cited that 
only 1% of black students 
graduate from high school, 
and drop-outs occur as early as 
elementary school. 

Mandela spoke of her father. 
Nelson Mandela, who has 
been given a jail sentence for 
life by the South African 
government for speaking out 
against apartheid. When 
change comes, Nelson 
Mandela will most likely 
become the new country's first 
president. She said, "He 
thought he was within his 
rights to speak out on behalf of 
his people. He does not regret 
for one moment that he has 
sacrificed his life...for the

knows of the West's paranoia 
against potential Communist 
governments, and uses this to 
thwart any support for 
abolishing apartheid." 

Mandela also revealed the 
horror of police brutality and 
violence. Black schoolchildren 
were peacefully demon¬ 
strating against the imposi¬ 
tion of Africaan (the white 
African language) as the 
primary language in all 
schools. The army was called 
in and proceeded to tear-gas 
and shoot at the children. She 
emphasized that blacks 


treated an human beings. 
They only ask for what is 
their's. Those who make 
peaceful change impossible 
make violent change unavoid¬ 
able." 

During the question and 
answer period following her 
speech, she said that, "the U.S. 
must put pressure on the South 
African government. There 
should be a total boycott by the 
Western world. The white 
South African government 
really does care what the West 
says and does." 

Mandela also expressed that 
she didn't expect to find 
prejudice in the U.S. "The 
extent of the prejudice in your 
country is not congruent with 
the impression given and 
accepted in South Africa."

Those who are not sexually 
active at all and do not use IV 
drugs do not seem to be in any 
risk at present, since the 
disease is not transmitted by 
casual contact, and blood 
transfusions are no longer a 
risk. 

There is no question that 
Aids can be trasmitted by 
heterosexual intercourse. In 
Africa there are many infected 
women and men. Many 
authorities believe that in 
most sexually trasmitted 
diseases, transmission occurs 
less easily from women to men 
than from men to women. 

Sexually active women may 
be more likely to be infected 
than heterosexual men, since 
the women may be infected by 
bisexual men. Heterosexual 
men would likely only be 
infected by prostitutes whoure 
frequent IV drug abusers and 
who may have contact with 
bisexual men In tin- fi 
men may he more a risk 


asymptomatic carrier rate 
increases in women. 

Women who have a positive 
antibody test for the virus 
should defer having children 
until the significance of a 
positive test is better 
understood. 

Quite obviously, the more 
partners you have the more 
you place yourself at risk. 
Also, multiple partners 
increases the risk of other 
infections which can suppress 
the immune system. There is a 
long (2-5 years) incubation 
period from the time of 
infection to the onset of 
symtoms, so you really need to 
know your potential partners 
sexual practices over the last 
five years. 

Truly safe sex can only he 
defined as a mutually 
monogamous sexual rela 
tionship with someone you've 
know for over 7 years 
Condoms and contraceptive 
foam seem to provide 
protection, but it may not be 
100% certain Anal intercourse 
is the highest rist practice

Images of Women in Recent 
German Films is the title of the 
March 5-8 Film Colloquium. 
The Geruspan sponsored Film 
Coloquium is funded by a 
Sowell Grant with additional 
funding provided by New 
York’s Goethe House. 
Attending this event will be an 
international group of 
distinguished scholars, critics 
and tiimmakers. A short cast 
of characters might go like 
this: 

Ramona Curry-as herself. A 
film program coordinator at 
the Goethe Institute of 
Chicago, known for her 
experimental films, including 
Take the Bunny and Run, will 
give a speech on “The Female 
Image as Critique in the Films 
of Valie Export”. 

Valie Export-as herself. 
Operating under the assumed 
named Valie Export, the 
Vienna based filmmaker will 
show two of her films. 
Invisible Adversaries and 
Syntagma as well as lead a 
discussion on those films. 

Ruth McCormick-as herself. 
New York film critic for Art 
and Cinema and former 
editorial head of Cineast will 
lead a discussion on 
rassbinder s Women. 

Renate Moehaman-as 
herself. Author of the ground 
breaking book “Die Frair Mit 
der Kamera” (The Woman 
with the Camera), and a 
faculty member of the 
University of Cologne, will 


present, "1 See Something You 
Don't See," her perceptions on 
female movie figures in West 
German Women’s films. 

These are just a few of the 
speakers that will speak at the 
Colloquium. The Colloquium, 
which will span four days, 
opens on Thursday, March 5 
at 7 p.m. with the showing of 
Doris Dorrie at the Grandin 
Theatre, admission is $3.00. 
There will be two other 
screenings. Friday night at 
7:30 in Babcock Auditorium. 
Gretchen Elsner-Sommer will 
introduce the American 
premiere of Helke Sander’s 
film The Trouble with Love. 
This is the first public viewing 
of this film in this country. 
Afterwards Elsner-Sommer 
will lead a discussion on the 
film. Saturday night at 7:30 in 
Talmadge Valie Export will 
show two of her films - 
Invisible Adversaries and 
Syntaga. There will be a 
discussion afterwards. 

There is more to the 
Colloquium than the screen¬ 
ings. Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday morning there be a 
host of speakers addressing 
various topics concerning 
German Women and Film, 
in front of the camera as well 
as behind. 

This is free of charge to the 
Hollins Community. There 
will be lectures by actresses, 
scholars and filmmakers, and 
the opportunity for discussion.

member of the Far Right to 
worry about moral flabbiness 
of the fact that patriotism has 
fallen on hard turves. 

Nearly 150 years ago. 
Abraham Lincoln, addressing 
the Young Men's Lyceum of 
Springfield, Illinois, worried 
that when the last survivors of 
the American Revolution 
passed away, so would their 
dream of union of free state*. 
“They were pillars of the 
temple of liberty ” Lincoln told 
the students of his day, “and 
now that they have crumpled 
away, that temple must fall 
unless we, their descendants, 
supply their places with other 
pillars, hewn from the solid 
quarry of sober reason.” 

Patriotism need not come 
neatly packaged for television. 
But I do think it requires a 
deep commitment to the land 
we call America and to the 
democratic possibilities we 
call the American dream. For 
too long now academics have 
been so skeptical of those who 
wrap themselves on the flag 
and then embark on danger¬ 
ous adventures abroad that 
silence often seemed the wiser 
course. 

Only recently have the 
wounds of Vietnam begun to 
heal. Those of us who suffered 
through that national 
nightmare to the soul are not 
prepared to see history repeat 
itself on this continent. Nor 
are we likely to be silent. 
Patriotism is not the exclusive 
property of the noisy and the 
jingoistic. 

What has all this to do with 
mandatory public service? 
Precisely this: Nothing would 
advance the cause of 
patriotism-authentic patriot¬ 
ism, if you will than a system 
that would require men and 
women, blacks, whites and 
hispanics, the rich as well as 


No doubt there would be 
cuftt* I can hear certain of my 

their breaths about all the 
math, the science, the foreign 
language, these twenty-year- 
olds would have forgotten 
while they're off doing ‘good 
works.’ And I suppose that a 
good many Deans of Fresh¬ 
men will find themselves out 
of jobs when it becomes dear 
that our new freshmen can 
fend for themselves, thank you 
very much. But for most of us 
academics- and surely for the 
country at large- the benefits 
are likely to outweigh the 
inconveniences. 

For all the grief that school 
integration- in the North as 
well as the South- occasioned, 
it brought people together and 
in a remarkable number of 
cases, their attitudes began to 
change. Nothing knocks 
prejudice into a cocked hat 
faster than proximity. 
Mandatory public service 
offers these benefits, among 
others, on a grand scale. No 
doubt the prospect will make 
many uncomfortable. But 
those of us who continue to 
keep our faith with the people, 
who feel that America must 
forever be nudged until it 
fulfills its large promises, will 
feel otherwise. Besides, if 1 can 
imagine our rivers cleaner and 
our cities more hospitable, if I 
can dream of elderhoetels and 
daycare centers, it's easy to 
imagine all sorts of people 
changing their minds. Who 
knows, I might even find a 
Ihrector of Admission* or two 
willingly to say a goo<l word on 
behalf of my proposal
